Election/Restrictions 



1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 



I. Claims 1-10,43-43 drawn to navigation of a web via voice queries, classified in 
class 704, subclass 270.1. 

II. Claims 1 1-42,54-57 drawn to word recognition using grammars, and 
selecting/choosing based on the extent of recognition, classified in class 704, 
subclass 251. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because Invention I relates to using voice queries and recognition as such to navigate the 
web, whereas Invention II is drawn to a drill-down process in matching and ranking possible 
recognitions of voice queries. The subcombination has separate utility such as word recognition 
in any type of speech application - the comparison process claimed in invention II relates to a 
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method of distinguishing/comparing voice utterance recognition and a method of ranking the 
recognition results. 

2. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. An attempt to contact applicant's representative was performed on June 26, 2006 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse.
